Main Street Madness is part of the town’s 
350th anniversary celebration, and 350th 
board members were among those who met 
with a group of merchants and adult organiz- 
ers of the youth event Tuesday to discuss 
moving it.

Phillips has 


a problem 


with unleashed dogs

Phillips Academy has a mes- 
sage for dog owners. 

“If people want to bring 
their dogs on campus leashed, 
and pick up after them, fine. 
But if they are going to be off 
the leash and defecating and 
urinating freely, then they are 
not welcome,” said Neil Cullen, 
chief financial officer at PA. 

The issue of dogs on campus 
came unleashed recently when

Tom McGraw, English 
teacher, Celeste McCormick, 
his wife, and their three small 
children, Molly, Jack and 
Annie, were walking their 6- 
month-old golden retriever, 
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PA: unleashed dogs

Mickey, in the sanctuary 
Wednesday afternoon, March 8, 
when they spotted a woman 
walking with her dog off its 
leash. They’d seen one dog off the 
leash already, and had gone in a 
different direction to avoid it, 
when they crested a hill and saw 
the Doberman right in front of 
them, its owner farther down the 
hill. 

The McGraw clan stopped, 
and the Doberman sniffed its 
way to about 10 feet away before 
it pounced on Mickey. 

“The scrum was happening at 
my feet,” Mr. McGraw said. “I 
realized my only hope was to 
throw myself onto this dog.” 

He dropped onto the Dober- 
man, wrenching its mouth off 
Mickey. He then propped himself 
up onto a knee, clenched the 
Doberman around the neck with 
both hands, stared into the dog’s 
eyes and lifted it completely up 
in the air then slammed it down 
jaw first onto the ground. It was 
enough to daze the animal into 
submission, according to Mr. 
McGraw. 

“At that point I began to shout 
at the owner,” who was standing 
about 25 feet away watching, he 
said, and the woman came up 
and leashed the Doberman. 

“She wouldn’t give me her 
name,” Mr. McGraw said, but he 
did grab the collar of the Dober- 
man and get the tag number off 
the collar. Mr. McGraw was con- 
cerned about his dog and family, 
and asked the owner to stay put 
while he brought them to a near- 
by dormitory. There he called 
Bulger Animal Hospital to check 
on her dog’s rabies shots, and he 
called police. When he returned, 
the woman was gone. 

Police later tracked down the 
woman through the records at 
town offices and the woman did 
pay the veterinarian’s charges 
for Mickey, “which were consid- 
erable,” Mr. McGraw said. 

“The puncture wounds in my 
dog are really something to see. 
One is on the top of the skull and 
one near the carotid (artery). He 
had (Mickey’s) whole head in his 
mouth. He was big,” Mr. 
McGraw said. 

“I was sore that night when 
the adrenalin wore off,” Mr. 
McGraw said. “But I was a hero 
to my children.” 

In a letter to the editor in the 


May 16 Townsman, Molly 
McGraw wrote, “He started bit- 
ing our puppy, Mickey, and 
wouldn’t let go. I thought my dog 
Mickey would be eaten up but 
Daddy saved the day. The 
snarling Doberman was no 
match for Dad. Daddy fell on the 
Doberman by purpose. Daddy 
alpha-dogged him.” 

Chris Ferris, head of security 
at the school, said Mr. McGraw’s 
children are small, and there 
could have been a tragedy had 
the Doberman turned its attack 
on the family. 

“Many dog owners seem 
insensitive to the fact that there 
are a lot of children and adults 
who are frightened of dogs,” Mr. 
Ferris said. 

Ongoing problem 

Mr. McGraw said the Dober- 
man’s owner lives on Morton 
Street and that there are breaks 
in the fence through which peo- 
ple enter the sanctuary from 
places other than the gates. 

“Unleashed dogs in the sanc- 
tuary has been and is a prob- 
lem,” Mr. Cullen said. 

One dog owner, who recently 
was stopped by a PA security 
officer and reminded of the leash 
law, complained to the officer 
that, “the sanctuary is the last 
place in Andover where we can 
let our dogs run freely,” Mr. Fer- 
ris said. 

But it’s not, Mr. Ferris said. 
The same rules that apply else- 
where in town apply in the sanc- 
tuary and elsewhere on campus, 
he said. 

Sparked by Mr. McGraw’s 
experience, PA last week 
installed a sign at the entrance to 
the sanctuary reminding dog 
owners of that fact. The signs 
will also be going up around the 
ball fields off Salem Street, Ban- 
croft Road and South Main 
Street. 

“We’re anxious for dog own- 
ers to respect the responsibility 
they have to control their dogs 
and to protect the health and 
safety of other people,” Mr. 
Cullen said. 


Phillips is interested in nur- 
turing and maintaining good 
relations with the town and its 
people, Mr. Cullen said, but resi- 
dents need “to respect the fact 
that it’s our property, not theirs. 
And we'd very much like them to 
behave like guests.”

But others 
tell them the young woman who’s 
throwing the party is bawling about 
how many cars are there — she’s afraid 
she’ll get busted — so Craig, Keith, Mike 
and Rick decide to go somewhere else... 
again. 

However, they have new company 
because senior Mira Tamarkin and 


sophomore Tony Beliveau drive by, 
stop, and ask what they’re doing. 

They all decide to go to the Sanborn 
School parking lot, where they’ll spend 
the next hour. 

A police officer pulls into the lot 
almost directly after them and asks 
what they’re doing. Most of the youth 
are silent and Rick asks the newspaper 
to explain. After the officer, Daniel 
Igoe, hears what’s happening, he con- 
tinues on his way. 

The youth say the police are usually 
pretty understanding, but they believe 
they’d be treated differently if they 
looked or acted like “certain groups 
who are targeted in this town.” 

Responding to questions from the 
newspaper, the youth spend a good por- 
tion of the time at Sanborn talking 
about after-school activities and about 
drinking and drug use. 

“‘What happens when we get to High 
School is a lot of people as freshmen 
don’t know who they are or what they 
want to be and the example that they 
see is the upper-classmen doing a lot of 
drinking and talking about it in 
school,” says Mira. “I certainly don’t 
condemn High School drinking or 
High School drug use. But it’s not so 
much what people are doing as the 
amount and the frequency. 

“T don’t think anyone recognizes 
they have a problem,” she says. “A lot 
of people have a problem waiting to 
happen.” 

“It gets worse as the years go on,” 
says Craig, 17, who admits to a publi- 
cized incidence of drinking and driv- 


ing. “It’s expected. The majority try 


(alcohol) sophomore year.” 
But Craig believes after-school activ- 
ities do make a difference, and some of

a younger kids don’t have jobs,” 
said Andréa Dolan, 18, a senior who 
some might have labeled at risk. “So 
they’re out more, getting wasted and 
they don’t clean up (after parties near 
Pomps Pond or in the woods) either.” 

“IT think most of the vandalism 
comes from younger people. Once you 
get older in the High School, you mel- 
low out and you get your stuff togeth- 
er,” said Andy McDonald, 18, a friend 
of Ms. Dolan’s who used to spend his 
afternoons by The Park’s bandstand, a 
popular hangout for kids with nothing 
to do. 

But why would kids destroy things? 

“To be known, maybe. Just to show 
off,” suggested Mike Thresher, 18, and 
another former member of the band- 
stand band. 

“When you get kids that aren’t being 
heard or don’t have a place to go, they 
get angry,” said Ms. Simms. 

“TI don’t think it’s vicious. I think a 
lot of times they don’t think about how 
much it takes to clean up,” she said. “A 
lot of time that’s just saying ‘I’m here, 
hear me out.’ ” 

Youth and youth advocates indicate 
there are two main groups in Andover 
that either aren’t being heard or don’t 
feel they are; there’s a large number of 
middle-school kids who aren’t involved 
in any regular activities and a smaller 
group of troubled kids at the high- 
school level. 

Feast or famine 

With at least one no-cut athletic 
squad available each season represent- 
ing just the beginning of its offerings, 
Andover High boasts many more activ- 
ities than exist at the middle-school 
level. Students who can get an adviser 
to sponsor them can also start their 
own groups. 

“We have so many clubs and activi- 
ties, there’s something for everyone,” 
said AHS Principal Ellen Parker. 
“We’re pretty well stocked with clubs 
and activities.” 

But others feel that many clubs 
appeal to the same type of youth. As a 
result, they say, many of the same 
youth are involved in a number of

activities while other youth don’t find 
anything that interests them. 

Exhibit A: “I don’t understand how 
kids think Andover’s boring. I wish I 
had more sleep. I wish I could do 
more,” said Danielle Teves, AHS class 
essayist. “For me, I love Andover High 
and I love being there.” 

“There’s nothing to do. I either go 
home and sleep (after school) or drive 
around to find something to do,” said 
Leslie Thyne, 17, who also spoke with 
the Townsman at the bandstand. 

In fact, getting some shut-eye after 
school is a fairly common pastime for 
many Andover High students, accord- 
ing to the youth the Townsman trailed 
Friday. [See story, previous page.} 

They said either kids are so busy 
with homework and a sport or activity 
that they have virtually no time for 
anything else or, in the case of Craig 
Sutliff, when there isn’t a drama 
rehearsal, “I might take a nap or read 
the paper.” 

Most youth interviewed during the

his friends agree. When they are 
involved with a sport or with a dramat- 
ic production they were either too 
tired or too busy to get involved with 
that, they said. 

However, the youth indicate more 
activities will only eliminate some of 
this activity. They say many students 
imbibe as a release or as part of a cele- 
bration when mid-terms, finals, or 
another stressful period is completed. 

Keith and Mira estimate about 85 
percent of AHS kids have tried drugs 
or alcohol and about 60 percent drink 
regularly, such as during weekends. 

“It seems to be the past time, which 
seems really sad,” says Keith. “They 
don’t even try to come up with some- 


thing else to do.” 

During the conversation, students 
driving other vehicles pull in, yell or 
screech their tires and take off again 
for another location. 

After a while Tony and Mira decide 
to call it a night. Around 11 p.m., the 
Fab 4 decide it’s time to leave, too. 

“You’ve seen a good sampling of 
things we do, but we normally do them 
over a much longer period of time,” 
explains Keith. 

“This wasn’t that bad of a night,” 
says Mike. “We did some stuff.” 

A few minutes later, he’s diving 
across the front of the Winkle vying for 
shotgun, the front seat on the passen- 
ger side.

past few weeks said they believe cer- 
tain teens, based on how they dress 
and whether they’re deemed college 
material, are treated differently and 
sometimes targeted by town and school 
officials. 

Paul Ragnio, a special needs teacher 
who deals with Andover High’s at-risk 
kids, and Bill Fahey, youth services 
coordinator, both want to create alter- 
native during- and after-school activi- 
ties for these type of kids — kids who 
might not feel too connected with the 
town. 

“Most towns would have something 
within their buildings to meet the 
needs of those kids,” said Mr. Ragnio, 
who worked with severely disturbed 
kids in other communities before com- 
ing to Andover. “There isn’t much of a 
net to catch them so they fall out of 
school, they just stop coming.” 

Mr. Ragnio said one after-school 
activity that has worked is linking 
youth with mentors or businesses that 
are willing to hire youth or to teach 
them about a particular business. 

But those who deal with youth, 
including business owners such as 
Diana and Alex Kiesel of Yang’s Mar- 
tial Arts Association at 3 Dundee Park, 
say a program’s success can be deter- 
mined largely by whether the kids like 
the program’s adult leaders. 

“If they don’t make the connection 
with the leader or instructor, no mat- 
ter what it is, they’re not going to (stay 
with it) whether it be a sport of a 
craft,” said Ms. Kiesel. “That’s a chal- 
lenge for some other groups, you have 
to get the right people.” 

“It isn’t so much the what as the 
who that makes it happen,” agrees Mr. 
Ragnio. 

For instance, Mr. Ragnio said the 
kids connect with Bill Fahey who is 
one person with whom they can talk 
about their problems. 

The youth say Mr. Ragnio is another 
of these people. 
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Paul Ragnio, a special needs 
teacher, deals with Andover 
High’s at-risk kids. 


“Mr. Ragnio did a hell of a lot more 
for a lot more kids than (a drug 
counselor) ever did. Not only did he 
help them, but he got them reading and 
he got them writing,” said Sean Tynan, 
an AHS graduate who never personally 
had Mr. Ragnio but who knew friends 
who did. 

“Mr. Ragnio’s the Catcher in the 
Rye,” said Mr. McDonald. “He tries to 
keep people from falling off the cliff.” 

But Mr. Ragnio said he can use 
more gloves. An alternative gym pro- 
gram of aerobic boxing for girls thimt 
worked last year has been eliminated 
this year, as has another program that 
involved 33 youth, he said. 

“It’s hard,” said Mr. Ragnio. “The 
after-school piece of it — the kids who 
get a little more attention and are 
involved with some programming after 
school definitely do better.” 

One after-school program he did 
continue this year is the Outing Club 
where members do things like go 
mountain climbing. Yet, while his stu- 
dents said they’d like more of those 
activities, some acknowledge they need 
to take a leadership role themselves. ~ 

“People do drugs in Andover 
because people can afford to do it. This 
place just wears on you,” said Joe 
Howard, whose older brother intro- 
duced him to the bandstand crowd and 
who, in turn, introduced his younger 
brother. “You don’t go out and look for 
other options. 

“Why don’t kids do (hiking and 
mountain climbing) on their own? | 
want directions” to get there, he said. 
“People are lazy around here. A lot of 
people use their energy bitching about 
how boring it is around here instead of 
using the energy” to do something. * 
Too late? 

On a related point, Bill Fahey wants 
youth to be using their energy on ropes 
courses and adventure-based outdoor 
programs. He said he’s working with a 
couple of groups to bring these type of

Madness on 
Main Street 


Here we go, moving Main Street | 


Madness again. Our advice is to check 
with the Department of Community 


Services Saturday to learn where the | 
event finally lands, because there’s no | 
telling if officials will move the teens’ | 
350th celebration again. Main Street | 
will be closed Saturday from 8 a.m.-5 | 


p.m. Also closed will be Barnard and 
Park streets, and the municipal park- 
.ing lot behind Old Town Hall. 

Tuesday officials listened to worried 
merchants who stand to lose money 
when Main Street is closed to traffic. 
Officials agreed to keep Main Street 
open and to hold Main Street Madness 
in The Park and around the steps of 
town offices on Bartlet Street. 

But wait! When Selectman James 
Barenboim heard of the move, he 
didn’t like it. The question may come 
down to who has jurisdiction over 
moving it. But by late morning 
Wednesday, Town Manager Buzz 
Stapczynski called this newspaper to 
say that madness has returned to Main 
Street. 

We believe the Main Street location 
is madness. Several thousand teen- 
agers playing on Main Street without a 
lot of supervision sounds like an acci- 
dent looking for a place to happen. Like 
the merchants, we don’t wish to criti- 
cize the event. In fact, we believe the 
300th Committee has not done enough 
for the youth of Andover and we are 
pleased such an event is scheduled. But 
the planning of Main Street has been 
neglected the way this community has 
neglected some other needs of our 
youth. 

What troubles us is that something 
negative may happen on Main Street, 
so that those who get nervous when 
large crowds of youth gather together, 
will be able to say, “See. We told you 
so. The youth of Andover can’t behave 
in large crowds.” 

We are convinced the kids can 
behave in large crowds. But there are 
jasually some bad apples in any age 
group. The worry is that the merchants 
will now have fodder to add to their 
opinion of too many kids in shops on 
Main Street. 

So we ask the kids attending Main 
Street Madness: Show the doubting 
adults you can manage the responsibil- 
ity. And have a good time.

Gary Coon, R- 
Andover, for his service to this com- 
munity, and to Fred Stott, for his 
community service and for his 
extraordinary efforts as a Marine in 
World War II, for which he was 
awarded the nation’s second-highest 
award for military service, the Navy

Officials also recognized Captain 


George Street of Andover, who won 
the nation’s highest award for mili- 
tary service, the Congressional 
Medal of Honor. 

Hundreds of people turned out for 
Memorial Day ceremonies and the 
parade, which made us proud on 
this, the 350th anniversary of the 
founding of this town. Two Doherty 
Middle School students spoke very 
well, Diana Vining, who recited Jn 
Flanders Field, and Patrick McCabe, 
who recited the Gettysburg Address. 

I finally was able to see Andover 
High School student Joshua Murphy 
play Taps. He has been playing it for 
Andover’s Memorial Day ceremonies 
for years, and it’s usually difficult to 
see him because he’s often off to the 
side somewhere. 

But it was Fred Stott’s speech, as 
deliverer of the main address, that 
reminded us of why it’s appropriate 
to say happy Memorial Day. “Patrio- 
tism is measured by how we deal 
with our community,” Mr. Stott said.

¢ Ken Barnhill, a civil engineer 
who joined the Friends of Memorial 
Hall Library, who “now secures, pub- 
licizes and introduces the musi- 
cians” for the Sunday afternoon 
music series, for which attendance 
has tripled; and 

¢ The effort by a group of town offi- 
cials, members of Andover’s 350th 
Anniversary Committee and Rabbi 
Robert Goldstein in discussing the 
conflict in the Sept. 15 date for the 
town’s anniversary parade, which 
turned out to be the second day of 
Rosh Hashana. “Together they gath- 
ered and considered all the facts and 
reached a reasonable solution,” said 
Mr. Stott. “It was responsible citizen- 
ship and good patriotism at work.” 

Monday, responsible citizenship 
and good patriotism were at work 
when Andover celebrated Memorial 
Day in this its 350th year.

Frishman complains 
about the newspaper 


Editor, Townsman: 

Instead of “whining” (to use the 
word I heard in reference to your edito- 
rial about anonymous letters), I think 
it would be far more appropriate to 
take such efforts as a wake-up call. 
Perhaps it is because the public feels 
that you are not adequately fulfilling 
your role in loco public. The public 
need not always risk itself as you ask 
— that is what we the public pay you 
the press for: to be our eyes and ears in 
the places we either cannot or prefer 
not to be. You zealously — perhaps even 
overzealously — pursue and litigate 
over what you consider to be your 
right to access to the proceedings of 
public bodies, meetings the town of 
Andover pays substantial amounts to 
advertise through mandatory public 
notice in the Andover Townsman. At 
the same time, however, you only avail 
yourself of a very small part of the 
access that you do have - where we 
rely on you to be our observer and 
report to us about what has transpired. 

The reports in the Andover Towns- 
man on the actions and deliberations of 
the Board of Selectmen and School 
Committee are adequate, but hardly 
comprehensive. Your coverage of the 
other deliberative bodies of the town is 
non-existent — where are your reports 
on the Finance Committee, the Conser- 
vation Commission, the Zoning Board 
of Appeals, the Planning Board, the 
library trustees, the Cable Advisory 
Board, the Housing Authority, etc. (the 
1996 Finance Committee Report lists 19 
bodies whose public meetings fall into 
the category of those you demand the 
right to attend) and this is only the 
local government bodies whose actions 
affect our daily lives. 

What, too, about all the other unnot- 
ed events and activities that for us are 
like the tree that falls alone in the for- 
est and by knowledge of which we 


would benefit. 

In your role as the town’s only inde- 
pendent reporter, your responsibility 
to your customers should be to be as 
comprehensive as possible. The 
economists tell us that it is in the self- 
interest of a monopoly to provide as 
little service as possible at as high a 
price as possible. It seems that the own- 
ers of the Townsman obviously take 
private economics far more seriously 
than public responsibility. The price of 
your product was without announce- 
ment increased 50 percent not too long 
ago and at the same time the size of the 
product has steadily decreased. 

I suggest that there would be less 
cause for editorial whining if the pub- 
lisher devoted more resources to 
reporting and less to profit.

Phillipian adviser 
responds to feature 


Editor, Townsman: 

Thank you for the kind and gener- 
ous spread you gave The Phillipian on 
May 23. The photos were great and the 
writing lively. We are indeed proud 
that we publish a full 8-12 page newspa- 
per every Friday. The Phillipian even 
published during the blizzard of ’78, 
though Gov. Dukakis closed the roads 
inside Route 495 to all motor vehicles. 
No one knew or asked how the students 
got the paper printed, including me. 

My brother covered the White 
House during the Eisenhower and 
Kennedy years and my father, a veter- 
an journalist, wanted to know how 
Press Secretary Pierre Salinger com- 
pared with Ike’s Jim Hagerty. My 
brother said, “Salinger is a more affa- 
ble and accessible guy, but...” “But 
what?” my father asked. “Well, he gets 
his facts wrong.” The family exploded 
in laughter. 

Errors of fact, a cardinal sin in jour- 
nalism. You know what is coming. But 
fear not, The Phillipian gets its facts 
wrong and misquotes someone from 
time to time. Just ask our faculty. 

Corrections: The Phillipian is not 
free for students. They pay the $33 sub- 
scription fee. In fact, it is the money 
from subscriptions and ads that sup- 
ports the paper and makes it so inde- 
pendent. The faculty does receive a gift 
of free papers from The Phillipian. 
There is no school funding, though 
there have been interest-free loans, 
about five since 1973. 

The students have bought all their 
equipment and when they borrow from 
the school they pay their loans off on a 
pre-arranged schedule. The faculty 
established the charter under which all 
student publications have such inde- 
pendence in 1958, not 1878, but I believe 
the paper has had no prepublication 
censorship since its 19th-century begin- 
nings. There is a darkroom. For years 
The Phillipian was published by 
Andover Town Printing, but in 1973 it 
went from a tabloid to a full-page for- 


mat as students journeyed each Thurs- 
day night to the Harvard Crimson to 
publish. Publication at The Eagle-Tri- 
bune began three years ago. 

Sam Goodyear was most generous in 
his comments about me, but he was in 
error — or misquoted? — when he said 
that the paper “kills students academi- 
cally...” Last summer I reviewed all the 
editors’ grades and all but one either 
went up or stayed the same after they 
became editors. That miscreant, the 
editor-in-chief, fell from the honor roll, 
but his work on the paper got him into 
Harvard early anyway. 

I hope Ms. Nelson and her editors 
take this letter with a chuckle. We cer- 
tainly understand deadlines and carp- 
ing readers who complain about errors 
of fact and being misquoted. Even 
Pierre Salinger didn’t mind an error or 
two.

There is also a con- 
cert in Old Town Hall Saturday 
night featuring two bands. Five 
hundred tickets were to be sold 
for that event. 

Ms. Campbell said there 
would be four or five police offi- 
cers assigned to the event along 
with 25 adult volunteers, a group 
of college students and about 50 
teens who are involved in orga- 
nizing the events. 

“We can always use more 
hands if people want to call me,” 
Ms. Campbell said. 

Police are not planning for 
anything too unusual, according 
to Lt. Phillip Froburg, operations 
commander. 

“I’m sure we'll have some 
extra officers on duty,” Lt. 
Froburg said. 

He didn’t sound too worried. 

“We expect everyone to 
behave themselves,” he said. 
“Hopefully things will go well.” 

Ms. Campbell had said when 
“the event was moved off Main 
Street that she hoped the change 


to The Park wouldn’t upset resi- 
dents who live nearby, but she 
said that the event only happens 
once every 350 years. 

“We're trying to make it a pos- 
itive thing for everyone, but 
sometimes you can’t make every- 
one happy all the time,” Ms. 
Campbell said. 

When the event was scheduled 
to occur around The Park, Ms. 
Campbell said she expected the 
bathrooms at Doherty Middle 
School would be open for use all 
day.

Merchants were nervous 

Merchants worked hard dur- 
ing the past week to move the 
event off Main Street. 

“We think it’s a great event. It 
sounds like something that’s 
going to be a lot of fun,” Sean 
Quinn, Center Association mem- 
ber and whose family owns the 
Strawberry Tree card and gift 
store on Main Street, said last 
week. “It’s unfortunate that we 
were not informed sooner 
because we already lost a day to 
the (350th anniversary pancake) 
breakfast, which closed Main 
Street.” 

“I think people are nervous. 
They’re expecting 3,000 to 5,000 
kids,” Ms. Becker said last week. 

Not many stores in town are 
geared to teens, Ms. Becker said, 
and the merchants were afraid 
the crowd of teens would scare 
off older customers, she said. 
Merchants are also nervous that 
there are going to be hundreds 
and possibly thousands of teens 
playing games, including basket- 
ball and volleyball, right outside 
their store windows, and they 
wanted to know who will pay if 
there were damages.

board of directors last week decided not to 
voice opposition to the event because it did 
not want to be perceived as anti-youth. 

“We decided we weren’t going to create a 
situation where we were there to try and tor- 
pedo the event. That’s not what our function 
is,” Mr. Quinn said. 

The Andover Center Association closes 
Main Street twice a year, once for Bazaar 
Days in mid-June, and again for the Holiday 
Open House in early December. Those are 
six months apart and on days or during 
times that are not otherwise busy. Main 
Street Madness will be one of five or six Sat- 
urdays in a row that business will have been 


disrupted downtown: first for the 350th Pan- 
cake Breakfast May 4; by Crafts in the Park 
May 11 (which siphons most foot traffic out 
of downtown, according to Mr. Quinn); 
Clown Town May 18; Memorial Day week- 
end, when many people are out of town; and 
Main Street Madness. And Bazaar Days is 
set for June 21, 22. 

“Anything that blocks off Main Street is 
almost always bad for business,” Mr. Quinn 
said. “No matter how many people come 
downtown to see an event, if Main Street is 
closed, people don’t come downtown to 
shop.” 

These events also make use of most of the 
parking that would otherwise be available to 
shoppers downtown. “We think this is a good 
event... but timing for this one was kind of 
difficult,” Mr. Quinn said. 

Center Association representatives tried 
to explain to the 350th committee that they 
didn’t need to close Main Street for the Pan- 
cake Breakfast, but nobody listened to them, 
Ms. Becker said.

programs to Andover. 

Mary Lyman, a member of the 
Community Health Advisory 
Team, said CHAT has been more 
seriously reviewing whether to 
allocate some of its grant money 
to fund such a program. 


“I think I’ve done things, 
across-the-board programs,” said 
Mr. Fahey, who had 154 mem- 
bers in a new snow-boarding 
club this year. “One of the things 
I feel good about is we’ve had 
young people come to events and 
do something with their peers 
for the first time.” 

Businesses are also beginning 
to slowly fill the middle-school- 

age void. 
Yang’s said it 
plans to start 
an after-school 
program for 
teens in the 
fall, and Jim 
Loscutoff’s 
Camp Ever- 
green, near Harold Parker State 
Forest, is in the third year of a 
slowly growing year-round out- 
door program. 


Both business owners said 
they expect the programs to 
grow in popularity as word gets 
around from one teen to another. 


“IT definitely think a program 
like this is totally ideal for kids. 
It’s not like they’re in front of a 
TV or in a day-care program. As 
the kids get older they don’t want 
(day-care). They want something 
cool after school,” said Ms. 
Teves, 18, a counselor at the 


camp. 

Ms. Teves said she’s seen 
youth succeed in the Camp Ever- 
green outdoor program’ she 
knows failed at other programs 
and believes giving the older 
children a position of leadership 
helps them succeed. 


“When you get into the older 
kids (right now, sixth- and sev- 
enth-graders) what we do is work 
them into a position of authority. 
We look to them for advice and 
to help us plan,” said Mr. Loscut- 
off. ‘“We’re always finding this is 
what these kids need the most. 
They need someone to listen to 
them.” 


“You’re in school all day and 
you just need a break. You need 
to be away from rules and from 
all the restrictions there. Not 
that we don’t have rules here,” 
said Ms. Teves. “We try to give 
them as much freedom and 
relaxation as we can. I go to 
Andover High and it’s a nice 
break for me just to be here.” 


“As far as drug use and things 
like that go, I think kids who find 
interests outside of school, I 
think they’re less likely to be 
involved with that” because they 
can find own things to do, she 
said. “If you’re setting the pat- 
tern when you are in middle 
school, (if that’s) when you’re 
setting your beliefs, hopefully 
when you get to high school that 
pattern will continue.”

Merchants knew little about 
Main Street Madness until a teen 
came into Ms. Becker’s store 
about two weeks ago looking for 
her to get involved.

“The problem is we didn’t feel 
like we were really given an 
opportunity to say anything 
about it. We were put in a corner. 
And if we say anything about it, 
we look like we’re being mean,” 
said Ms. Becker. “It’s not the 
event that we have problems 
with. It’s the miscommunication 
and the lack of communication 
between the groups.” 


“A lot of merchants feel bad 
they can’t take part in this,” Ms. 
Becker said. 

But it takes two or three 
months to plan something like 
that, Ms. Becker said. 


most troubled kids reach High School, alter- 
native programs may be too late to steer 
them away from substance abuse or other 
problems.

Tournament MVP Mark Langone scat- 
tered five hits and struck out eight as the 
Andover High varsity baseball team, mak- 
ing the most of its limited opportunities, 
won the Lawrence Invitational Tournament 
with a taut 2-1 victory over Tewksbury in 
last Sunday night’s championship game 
under the lights at Mark Devlin Field.

Earlier last week, Andover was forced to 
settle for a co-championship of the Merri- 
mack Valley Conference Large School Divi- 
sion when Central Catholic scored a 3-2 vic- 
tory over the locals in the league finale for 
both teams. 

That result left Andover and Central, 
which split two games this season, tied with 
final 10-3 league records. 

“Our kids should be very proud of what 
they’ve accomplished this season.” said 
coach Maglio.

Individual first-place finishes by Erik 
DeMarco (300-meter intermediate hurdles), 
Adam Westaway (triple jump), Peter Ellis 
(pole vault), Susan Ashlock (two-mile) and 
Missy Famiglietti (long jump) sparked both 
Andover High track and field teams to sec- 
ond place in the 1996 Massachusetts State 
Class B Championship Meet this past week- 
end at the Reading Memorial High oval. 

Both AHS teams finished a distant second 
to host Reading, the AHS men scoring 54 
points to the Rockets’ 88, and the Lady War- 
riors out-pointed 98-58 by Reading. 

“I thought we did very well,” said head 
coach Dick Collins. “We didn’t figure to beat 
Reading. But going in we felt both our teams, 
particularly the women, had a good shot at 
second place. 

“TI thought (MVC Large School champ) 
Central Catholic would challenge for second 
in the men’s division, but they had some 
tough breaks along the way (hurdler fell).” 

Andover will send nine individuals (five 
women, four men) and two women’s relay 
teams to this Saturday’s All-State Meet at 
Bridgewater State College. 

All qualified by finishing among the top 
four in their respective events at the Class B 
Meet. 

This marks the second straight year both 
Andover teams placed second in the Class B 
Meet. 

The AHS men have won 12 Class, seven 
All-State and two New England (1970, 1984) 
titles, while the women have captured three 
Class titles, during Collins’ lengthy 37-year 
tenure. There have also been innumerable 
second-place finishes for both. 


Double dual dip 

The performance at the Class B Meet 
helped erase some of the sting produced by 
the final regular season competition three 
days earlier. 

In a rare dual meet double dip, both 
Andover High teams were edged by Tewks- 
bury in crucial Merrimack Valley Confer- 
ence finales.

Retirement 
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Tips for good vacation pictures Safety suggestions 


ummertime. The time of year most people 
pack their jeans, T-shirts and sporting gear, 
and depart for vacation destinations around 
the globe. 

Just as important as vacation gear and travel 
wear, is your camera. To help you record your mem- 
ories, the Photography Information Council (PIC) 
has the following suggestions: 

- If you have not used your camera in the past few 
months, change the battery or batteries. A dead bat- 
tery in locations where there is no corner drugstore 
means no pictures. 

- Pack more film than you think you’ll need. Most 
vacationers overshoot, and wind up having to buy 
film (at a higher price) on location. 

- Once you get to your destination, keep your 
camera handy. This may sound like a simple sugges- 
tion, but many people tuck their camera neatly 
away in a camera bag and miss those once-in-a-life- 
time shots that happen in the blink of 
an eye. 

- Think people pictures when 
you want to tell a story. Often, a 
close-up of a face not only cap- 
tures the expression of the indi- 
vidual, but of the flavor of the 
location as well. 

There are two kinds of people 
photos: portraits and environmen- 
tal shots. For portraits, get as close 
as possible. Here, “The name of | 
the game is to fill the frame” is a 
good rule to follow. For environ- 
mental photos, move back, and 
include some of the surrounding 
area in the picture. These pictures 
will “tell a story” and put the view-

er in the scene. 

- Landscapes and cityscapes should be included 
in your personal photo travelogue, too. The main 
guidelines here are to keep the horizon line level 
and shoot with an object (tree, railing, fence, etc.) in 
the foreground. By placing an object in the fore- 
ground, you’ll add depth and dimension to your pic- 
ture, giving those who view it a “reference point.” 

- One of the main ingredients for good vacation 
pictures is color. If you shoot in the early morning 
or late afternoon hours, you’ll get pleasing pictures 
with a “warmer” tone. You’ll also avoid harsh shad- 
ows caused by direct overhead sunlight. It’s worth 
the extra effort to plan your day so you’re in a good 
location for sunrise and sunset. These pictures will 
undoubtedly be among the favorites in your photo 
album or slide show, and will bring back the very 
special feeling of traveling — a wanderlust that we 
all share.

Here’s good news for older drivers: Your years of 
driving experience and more mature judgment, help 
you to be a safer driver.

Older women 


In terms of sheer numbers, women 
are the senior citizens of today and 
tomorrow. Women already represent 
almost two-thirds of our nation’s 65- 
plus population and their number are 
rapidly growing. By the year 2000, for 
instance, there will be an estimated 
five women for every two men over the 
age of 75. But although women typi- 
cally have longer life expectancies 
than men, their quality of life tends to 
be lower. 

The situation of older women isn’t 
entirely negative, however, Despite 
their special needs, older women con- 
tinue to make invaluable contribu- 
tions to society. They serve as workers, 
mothers and grandmothers, care- 
givers and role models. Although old- 
er women are the anchors of many 
communities, society frequently over- 
looks their contributions. 

Special needs 

Older women have many special 
needs. Because of their longer life 
expectancies, for example, they are 
more likely than men to suffer from 
chronic conditions that can disable 
them. Income security is another 
vital concern. 

In fact, American women ranked 
near the bottom in studies of the eco- 
nomic status of single older women in 
10 industrialized countries. Older 
women typically earn less in wages 
than their male peers, receive lower 
Social Security benefit amounts, and 
are far less likely to receive pensions. 

These lower incomes reverberate 
throughout older women’s lives, 
affecting other areas such as health 
care and housing when coupled with 
the fact that older women are more 
likely than men to live alone, for 
example, smaller incomes can mean 
that housing costs are devastating. 
Violence and exploitation are addi- 
tional concerns. 

The Administration on Aging’s 
(AoA) Initiative on Older Women is 
working on ways to improve older 
women’s lives. The Initiative’s top 
priorities include enhancing older 
women’s income security, improving 
their health, providing them with 
appropriate and affordable housing 
and protecting them from violence 
and exploitation. 

Invaluable contributions 

Focusing on the problems older 
women face makes it easy to overlook 
their many contributions to our soci-

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age 65? 
Look at insurance options 


Maybe you don’t plan to retire at age 
65. For one reason or another, many peo- 
ple continue working beyond that age, 
which used to be the standard spring- 
board into retirement. 

If that’s your case, you may have 
some health-care coverage options avail- 
able to you other than Medicare. 

If you’re age 65 or over and work for 
an employer with 20 or more employees, 
the employer is required by law to offer 
you the same health benefits that are 
available to younger employees. 

You, however, do not have to accept 
the coverage. 

And if you do decide to use your 
employer’s coverage, you may still want 
to consider enrolling in Medicare during 
your initial enrollment period. 

This arrangement will position Medi- 
care as your secondary payer, and it 
may help you cover some of the 
deductible and co-insurance charges not 
covered by your primary insurance. 

If your employer’s plan fully covers 
medical expenses, then you may not 
want to carry Medicare Part B medical 
insurance, for which a premium is 
required (Medicare Part A does not 
require a premium for eligible beneficia- 
ries). 

As long as you have coverage through 
your employer, you can delay your 
enrollment in Part B Medicare without 
any premium penalty. Once you retire 
or lose your employer coverage, you will 
have up to seven months to enroll in 
Medicare without having to wait for a 
general enrollment period or pay a high- 
er Part B premium. 

When Medicare is selected instead of 
employer coverage, Medicare becomes 
your primary payer for Medicare-cov- 
ered health services. 

Your employer’s coverage, as long as 
you are still working for that particular 
company, cannot supplement Medicare 
and serve as a secondary payer. If you 
want Medicare supplemental coverage, 
you must purchase a supplemental plan 
on your own. 

The rules are the same when you are 
eligible for employer-provided health 
insurance through your’ spouse’s 
employer rather than your own. 

If your spouse, of any age, works for 
an employer with at least 20 workers, 
the employer must offer you the same 
health-care coverage available to 
younger spouses. 

For information about supplemental 
health insurance for people age 50 and 
over, call the AARP Group Health Insur- 
ance Program at 1-800-523-5800 and ask 
for Operator 056. 


If yow’re age 65 or over and 
work for an employer with

If you think the world grows colder as 


yeu grow older, you're right — sort of. 
According to the American Medical 


Association, the aging body becomes 


progressively less able to maintain an 


even temperature when subject to exter- 


nal cold. In addition, the body mecha- 
nism that normally detects a drop in 
external temperature begins to lose its 
sensitivity as you age. As a result, some 
older people don’t 
realize they are 
becoming 
chilled and may 
suffer from 
hypothermia. 

If you’re over 
60, or live with 
someone who is, 
doctors recom- 
mend, look out for 
listlessness, 
drowsiness, slurred speech, and mental 
impairment after spending time in a 
cold room. 

Hypothermia treatment generally 
requires a medical professional. While 
you're waiting for help, you can warm 
the person gradually by turning up the 
heat, adding warm clothes and blankets, 
and giving warm (but definitely not alco- 
holic) drinks. A warm (not hot) bath 
may help, too. 

Many older Americans are protecting 
themselves from hypothermia and 
high heating bills at the same time 
with what’s known as “a blanket with a 
brain.”

Addressing the myths 
and realities of retirement 


Have stocks outperformed bonds 
over time? At what age can you begin 
to collect full Social Security retire- 
ment benefits? Is buying a house one 
of the best ways to save for retire- 
ment? If you don’t know the answers 
to these questions, you are not alone. 
According to a survey commissioned 
by Oppenheimer Management Corpo- 
ration and MONEY magazine, most 
Americans may lack the understand- 
ing of basic investment concepts they 
need to adequately save and invest 
for retirement. 

The nationwide survey found that 
many Americans don’t understand 
the role of stocks in a retirement 
portfolio, rely too much on housing 
as a retirement investment and have 
a low level of understanding about 
retirement planning. 

“Americans Know they need to save 
for retirement; what they’re not sure 
about is how to invest for retirement,” 
said Jon S. Fossel, Oppenheimer Man- 
agement Corporation’s Chairman and 
Chief Executive Officer. 

Retirement perceptions and realities 

According to the survey, more 
than two-thirds of pre-retirees sur- 
veyed thought they would be able to 
live comfortably in retirement on 60 
percent or less of their pre-retirement 
income. But, only one-third of today’s 
retirees say they live on less than 60 
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percent of their pre-retirement 
income. 

The survey also uncovered specific 
misconceptions about retirement 
investments. Almost half of pre- 
retirees surveyed thought bonds fre- 
quently outperformed stocks. But 
bonds traditionally have not provid- 
ed the long-term growth that many 
pre-retirees may need. In fact, in his 
book, Stocks For The Long Run: A 
Guide to Selecting Markets for Long- 
Term Growth, Jeremy J. Siegel of the 
Wharton School of the University of 
Pennsylvania found that in any 30- 
year holding period since 1871, stocks 
have always provided higher returns 
than bonds and in every 10-year hold- 
ing period, stocks have outperformed 
bonds over 82 percent of the time. Of 
course, there are different risks in 
investing in stocks and bonds. 

Of all the investment choices pre- 
sented in the survey, housing was 
seen as the second most attractive 
investment just behind stocks. To be 
sure, tax advantages associated with 
home ownership and the fact that we 
all need a place to live make buying a 
home a top priority for most Ameri- 
cans. However, according to Morgan 
Stanley Research, over the past ten 
years, stocks, as represented by the

many issues facing older 
Americans. But one issue that many 
nutrition experts believe doesn’t get 
the attention it deserves is ensuring 
good nutrition. 

While the major nutritional prob- 
lem facing older Americans is often 
overconsumption, malnutrition also 
is a serious risk. Approximately one 
in four older consumers is under- 
nourished. The American Academy 
of Family Physicians, The American 
Dietetic Association and the National 
Council on Aging, Inc. have 
addressed this problem by developing 
a nutrition screening initiative to 
help identify those at risk and inter- 
vene when necessary. 

According to Dr. Susan Schiffman 
of Duke University Medical Center, 
one of the contributors to poor nutri- 
tion is a diminished ability to taste 
and smell. The importance of those 
senses to the pleasure of food is often 
taken for granted. Flavor not only 
enhances the palatability of food, it 
also plays a role in stimulating prop- 
er digestion. 

A decline in the ability to taste and 
smell is one of the many changes peo- 
ple must cope with as they get older. 
To seniors, ordinarily seasoned foods 
may taste bland. With age, the 
tongue’s taste buds become less sensi-

tive and the nerves in the nose that 
register aromas need extra stimula- 
tion to detect mouthwatering smells. 

Schiffman says that decline in 
taste and smell acuity begins around 
age 60 and is more pronounced by age 
70. This decline, whether due to dis- 
ease, drug treatments or normal 
aging, reduces the pleasure of eating 
and can contribute to the poor nutri- 
tional status of older individuals. 

As food becomes less appealing, 
older consumers eat less, lose weight 
and their physical condition may 
decline. But Schiffman’s research has 
shed light on strategies to enhance 
mature appetites. 

The fifth taste 

According to Schiffman, scientists 
once believed there were only four 
taste sensations — sweet, salty, sour 
and bitter. However, research sug- 
gests there are many more tastes, 
such as that of glutamate. 

“This taste has been described by 
Westerners as savory, meaty and 
broth-like, and is known as ‘umami’ 
to the Japanese,” Schiffman explains. 
“Adding glutamate to blended table 
food has helped improve appetite. 
The amino acid L-glutamate and its 
sodium salt — monosodium gluta- 
mate, convey the savory sensory 
property to food.” 

Glutamate is an amino acid that 
occurs naturally in protein-contain- 
ing foods such as meat, fish, milk and

many vegetables. 
Strategies for change 

A key to getting older people to eat 
more is to make their food taste and 
smell “better” or more intense. 

Flavor amplification, using food 
essences and taste enhancers such as 
MSG can stimulate aging tastebuds 
and olfactory nerve endings, amplify- 
ing the desired tastes and aromas. 

Studies at Duke and other geri- 
atric nutrition centers indicate that 
the addition of flavor intensifiers to 
ordinary meals can significantly 
increase the pleasure of food for most 
older people. When that happens, 
weight increase and an improvement 
in general health usually follows. 

“The addition of flavor enhancers 
to food for the elderly during and 
after preparation can counteract 
chemosensory losses, increase 
appetite and reverse the effects of 
anorexia,” Schiffman says. 

As the population ages, addressing 
problems such as nutrition will 
become more critical. Schiffman out- 
lines this strategy and gives more 
information on nutrition screening 
in presentations to health profession- 
als, titled “Better Eating for Better 
Aging.”
